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AWARD 


Fourth Pay Commission is legal and justified . The Workmen therefore, 
claimed that they are entitled to the higher pay scale of Rs. 950-1500 / 


In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d ) of sub -section (1 ) of 
section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 (Central Act 14 of 1947) 
the Government of Goa by Order dated 1-7-1992 bearing No. 28 / 12/ 92 
-LAB referred the following dispute for adjudication by this Tribunal. 
-Whether the demand ofthe following workmen of the RiverNavigation 
Department for higher scales as indicated against their respectivenames 
is legal and justified . 


Assistant Fitters 


3. The employer filed the written statement which is at Exb . 4. Tie 
employer denied that the workmen carry out the skilled work of ferry 
repairs and construction and they have been doing the work of Technical/ 
Skilled work as per the job satisfaction given by the employer. The 
employer stated that the 4th Pay Commission is recommendatory in 
nature and not mandatory , and it provides guidelines for the local 
Government for its adjustment to local conditions and work require 
ments . The employer stated that the recruitment rules which stipulates 
theminimum qualifications for Assistant Fitter is two years experience 
in the trade or possessing Trade apprenticeship from a marine workshop 
and the corresponding pay scale is Rs. 750-940 /-. The employer stated 
that the Asst. Fitters are entitled to promotion to the higher post of 
Fitter Grade II and Fitter Grade I in the pay scale of Rs . 800-1150 /- and 
Rs. 950-1400/- respectively .

The employer stated that the posts ofAsst. Fitter, Fitter Grade I and 
Fitter Grade I are not classified based on skill and therefore, the pay scale 
provided under the recruitment rules are just and proper. The employer 
further stated that since the workmen accepted their respective posts and 
the pay scale offered to them without any conditions, they are notentitler 
to claim pay scale other than the one prescribed under rules. The 
employer denied that the work requirements of Fitters employed in the 
office of the Captain ofPorts and in theMarine workshop are the same 
and stated that since the demand of the workmen was not legally 
justified the samewas rejected by the Department and the Government 
by letter dated 19-8-91 and 20-11-91 respectively . The employer con 
tended that the job specification prescribed for the Fitter Grade II and 
similar to the Asst. Fitter and that also the element of skill is no criteria 
for scale of pay prescribed for the said post and therefore,the demand for 
enhancement of scale is unjustified . The employer stated that the 
workmen are not entitled to higher scale ofPayor enhanced wages on the 
ground that they possess higher qualifications than the one prescribed in 
the recruitment rules . The employer further stated that the element of 
skill in the said jobs is not relevant for considering the proposal of the 
workmen for higher scales of pay than the one prescribed under the 
recruitment rules. The employer denied that the workmen are entitled to 
any reliefs as claimed by them and stated that the reference is liable to 
be rejected. The workmen thereafter, filed rejoinder which is at Exb. 5 
controverting the pleadings made by the employer in the written state 
ment. 


If not, to what relief the workmen are entitled ?" 


4. On the pleadings of the Parties, the following issues were framed 
at Exb . 6 . 


2. On receipt of the reference, a case was registered under No.IT/46/ 
192 and registered A /D notice was issued to the parties. In pursuant to the 
said notice, the parties put in their appearance . The workmen /Party I(For 
short " Workmen ” ) filed their statementofclaim which is at Exb . 3. The 
facts of the case in brief as pleaded by the workmen are that the 
employer/party I, that is , The River Navigation Department, Marine 
Workshop , Betim , Goa , (For short " Employer " ) carries out the work of 
repair, construction of ferry boats and launches, at Betim Goa . That the 
workmen are employed with the employer as Fitters to carry out the 
skilled work of ferry repairs and construction , and they have been doing 
the work of Technical/Skilled work as per the job satisfaction given by 
the employer. That the Governmenthas accepted the recommendations 
of the Fourth Pay Commission w.e.f. 1986 and the commission has 
recoinmended the pay scale ofRs. 950-1500 for the skilled tradesmen in 
the category of workshop . That the workmen have been doing the work 
of skilled category as per the job satisfaction given by the employer, but 
they are placed in the unskilled category. That the Fitter employed by the 
employer in the Captain of Ports and who is presently working in the 
workshop does the same and similar work but has been given the pay 
scales of skilled category i.e. 950-1500/-. That the workmen through 
their Association represented their case before the Departmental Head 
and the Government for the rectification of anomaly in thepay scale. That 
however, the said representation was not accepted by the Government. 
That the workmen are I.T.I. qualified and from the date of their joining 
they have been doing the skilled work as per the job satisfaction given 
by the employer vide letter dated 16-12-1991 . The workmen contended 
that their demand for higher pay scale as per the recommendation of the

6. Issue No. 1 and 2 are taken up together as they are inter-related . 
Shri Devari, the learned counsel for the workmen , submitted that the 
recommendations of the 4th Pay Commission were accepted from 1st 
January , 1986 and para 11.24 of the said report provides for the pay scale 
for the workshop staff .He submitted that as per the said report, the semi 
skilled workers have been given the pay scale of Rs. 950-1500 /-. He 
submitted that the River Navigation Department is a workshop and the 
post of Asst. Fitters falls within the grade“ Semi-skilled and the post of 
Fitters Grade I falls within the grade " skilled ” . He submitted that 
similarly , the post ofAsst. Tumer also falls within the same gradeas that 
of the Asst. Fitter and the postof Turner Grade I falls within the same 
grade as that of Fitter Grade II. He further submitted that the Asst. Fitter 
had the samepay scale as that of the Asst. Turner and the Fitter Grade 
II had the samepay scale as that of the Turner Grade I.Adv. ShriDevari 
submitted that the nature of the work done by the Asst . Fitter is that of 
serni-skilled and in respect of Fitter Grade II it is a skilled job . He 
referred to the job satisfaction produced at Exb . W -5 and submitted that 
the said job satisfaction shows the kind of the work done by the Asst. 
Fitters and the Fitters Grade II which supports the case of the workmen . 
He submitted that the workmen have examined two witnesses in support 
of their case namely oneMr. Tukaram Rawal who is a Fitter working in 
Grade II and Mr. Gunaji Parab ,who works as an Asst. Fitter ,whereas the 
employer has not led any evidence in supportof its case .Adv. ShriDevari 
contended that the Union had made a demand for the upgradation of the 
pay scale of the Asst. Fitters, Asst. Turners , Fitter Grade II and Turners 
Grade II and the Captain of Ports had recommended such up -gradation 
as per pay scale given by the 4th Pay Commission in its report as regards 
semi skilled and skilled workers. He referred to the recommendations 
produced atExb . W -3 in this respect.Adv . ShriDevari submitted that the 
Government by order dated 20-2-92 Exb . W - 4 accepted the recommen 
dationsas regards Asst. Turners and Turner Grade I but did not do so 
as regards the Asst. Fitters and Fitters Grade II . He contended this Act 
on the part of the Government is discriminatory and illegal. Ady. Shri 
Devari contended that since the nature of work performed by the Asst . 
Fitters and the Asst. Turners is the same, that is , Semi-skilled one and 
by the Fitters Grade II and turnersGrade I is also the same, that is, skilled 
one , the Asst. Fitters and the Fitters Grade I are also entitled to the 
upgradation in their pay scales as demanded by them , as per para 11.24 
of the 4th Pay Commission s report w.e.f. 1-1-1986 . In support of his 
contention , Adv. Shri Devari relied upon the decision of the DelhiHigh 
Court in the case ofMunicipal Corporation of Delhi V /s Ganesh Razak , 
reported in 1994 ICLR 370 and that of the Supreme Court in the case of 
Paras Nath , Mamman Singh & Others Vs Union of India & others 
reported in 1990 (60 ) FLR 414. No arguments were advanced on behalf 
of the employer though opportunity was given . 


Bhalchandra V. Joshi, Rajaram G. Harmalkar and Joaquim J. D Souza 
areworking in the category " Fitters Grade II ” in the pay scale ofRs. 800 
1150 /-. Their contention is that the work done by an Asst. Fitter is semi 
skilled and the one done by Fitter Grade II is a skilled one . Theworkmen 
relied upon the job satisfaction produced at Exb. W -5 which according 
to them shows the nature ofwork done by them . They have also examined 
Shri Tukaram Rawal and Shri Gunaji Parab in support of their case. 
Their contention is that the Asst. Fitters should be given the pay scale of 
Rs. 800-1150 /- and to the Fitters Grade I Rs. 950-1500 /- as recom 
mended by the 4th Pay Commission in their report for the semi-skilled 
and skilled workers respectively. Theworkmen have also contended that 
though the Captain of Ports had recomınended to the Government for 
upgradation in the pay scale of the Asst. Fitters , Asst . Turners and 
Fitters Grade II and Turners Grade II, the Government upgraded the pay 
scale only in respect of Asst. Turners and Turners Grade II and did not 
do so in respect of Asst. Fitters and Fitters Grade II. This according to 
the workmen is discriminatory which has resulted into anomaly in 
grades. It has not been disputed by the employer that the workmen are 
working as Asst. Fitters and Fitters Grade I as mentioned in the 
reference and the statement of claim filed by the workmen . The Asst. 
Fitters have been placed in the unskilled category whereas the fitters 
Grade II have been placed in the semi-skilled category and they have 
been given the pay scale of Rs. 750-940/- and Rs. 800-1150/- respec 
tively . Now , the question is whether the work done by the Asst. Fitters 
is semi-skilled and the work done by the Fitters Grade I is skilled and 
they should be given the pay scales as recommended by the 4th Pay 
Commission for the said categories. The word “ Skilled " and " Semi 
skilled ” has not been defined in the report of 4th Pay Commission . 
However,what is " Semi- skilled ” and what is “ Skilled ” has been defined 
in the notification dated 9th March , 1995 issued by the Government of 
Goa under Minimum Wages Act , 1948 published in the OfficialGazette 
(Extraordinary No. 2 ) Series I No. 49 dated 10th March 1995. With 
reference to the employment in any Shop or Commercial establishment 
other than a residentialhotel, restaurant or eating house in the State of 
Goa , Semi- skilled work and Skilled work is defined as follows: 


" Semi-skilled " work is one which involves skill or competence on the 
job and which is capable of being performed under the supervision or 
guidance. 


" Skilled work " is one which involves skill or competence acquired 
through experience or through Training as an apprentice in a Technical 
or Vocational institution and the performance of which is called for 
initiative and judgement.

7. I have given due consideration to the arguments advanced by Adv. 
Shri Devari representing the workmen . At the outset, I would like to 
mention that only the workmen have led evidence in this case and no 
evidence has been led by the employer inspite of the opportunity 
given . The Contention of the workmen is that the workmen 
S /Shri Mohandas V. Desai, Mohan Gaude, Gunaji Parab , Antonio 
Gonsalves, Arun D.Naik and Jacinto A.Gonsalves are working with the 
employer/RiverNavigation Department as Asst. Fitters in the pay scale 
of Rs . 750-940 / and the workmen $/ShriMadhuker Budge, Jose Cruz , 
Digamber Ghatwal, Tukaram B. Rawal, Narayan G. Naik , Sunil G. 
Kalangutkar, Anand N.Desai, VishnudasGovekar,AnandT.Ajgaonkar , 


In the said notification , the Asst. Fitters and Asst . Turners are placed 
in Semi-skilled category whereas the Fitters are placed in skilled 
category . The workmen have examined twowitnesses to prove thenature 
of the work done by Asst. Fitters and Fitters grade II. The witness Shri 
Gunaji Parab , who is the Asst. Fitter has deposed as regards the work 
done by Asst. Fitters and Shri Tukaram Rawal who is the Fitter Grade 
II has deposed regarding the work done by the Fitters Grade II . Shri 
Gunaji Parab in his deposition has stated that he has done two years 
course in I.T.I and has worked as an apprentice for one year with 
Chowgule Shipping Division , Sirgao. He has stated that hedoes the work 
of bringing materials in the workshop as per the instructions from Sr. 
Fitters and Fitters Grade I. He has further stated that he also does the 
work of machine alignment, radar fitting , fitting of shaft in the tube , 
constructing and repairing winch , replacing and repairing the accelerat 
ing cable offerry boats,constructing and repairing sterrings ,making and 
repairing new brakes, shaft, fitting , gland packing. In his cross, he has 
admitted that he works as helper to the Sr. Fitters. Except for putting 
suggestions that the said witness does the work other than mentioned in 
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the job satisfaction Exb . W -5 colly out of his own will to gain experience 
and thatno skill is involved in the sameand further that even an unskilled 
person can do the samework , the employer has not been able to bring on 
record much in the cross examination of the said witness which is 
favourable to the employer . No other evidence or any counter evidence 
has been led by the employer. Infact from the cross examination it can 
been seen that the employer has admitted the nature of work done by the 
said witness as an Asst. Fitter. " Skill” has been defined in the Oxford 
Dictionary as the one which requires technique for expertise , and the 
work which is being done by the witness Shri Parab as an Asst. Fitter 
definitely involves some technique or expertise. Therefore, from the 
above evidence, it is established that the work which is done by the Asst . 
Fitter is semi-skilled . With reference to the work done by Fitter Grade 
II, the workinen have examined Shri Tukaram Rawal. In his deposition 
he has stated that as a Fitter his job is to make pulleys, brackets , pillars 
to lift the gang plan required for the purpose ofconstructing ferry boats. 
He has stated that he also does the work of making winch , making 
foundation for the engine ,making engine alignment, radar, stunt tube , 
making and fixing of steering,making key groves, repair water pumps, 
air compressors, fit water pipe lines to the ferry boats. He has further 
stated that he has done education upto S.S.C.and besides that, hehasalso 
done two years course in I.T.I. in Fitter s course and has worked as 
apprentice for one year with M /s Shivam Engineers . In the cross 
examination of the said witness , nothingmuch has been brought out. It 
has been suggested to the witness that the work mentioned by him is not 
done by him but the same is done by the Sr: Fitters and Fitters Grade I 
and that he is only assisting the Sr. Fitters and Fitters Grade I in doing 
the same work , which is denied by the said witness. The employer has 
not led any evidence to show that the work which is said to be done by 
the Fitters Grade II is in fact done by Sr. Fitters and Fitters Gradel. The 
workmen have produced job specifications at Exb. W -5 colly in respect 
of Asst. Fitters and Fitters Grade II. The said job specification mentions 
the work which is to be done by the Asst. Fitter and the Fitter Grade II. 
The job satisfaction in fact support the case of the workmen as regards 
the work done by the Asst . Fitter and the Fitter Grade II . The work which 
is mentioned by the witnesses ismentioned in the job satisfaction . From 
the nature of work done by the Fitters Grade I, it is evident that it is a 
skilled work . It is the work which is done by the Fitters Grade II without 
supervision or guidance . There is no evidence to the contrary. Sinceithas 
been established that the work done by the Asst . Fitter is semi- skilled 
and the work done by the Fitter Grade II is skilled , I hold that the demand 
of the workmen for enhancement of salary for Asst. Fitter and Fitter 
Grade II is just and proper. The workmen have contended that they 
should be given the pay as recommended by the 4th Pay Commission in 
its report for semi- skilled and skilled workers . The question is whether 
the recommendations of the 4th Pay Commission have been accepted by 
the Government and they are mandatory. Infact, this issue doesnot arise 
as the employerhas nowhere denied that the recommendations of 4th Pay 
Commission have not been accepted by the Government. The workmen 
have produced the resolution of the Ministry ofFinance, Governmentof 
India , dated 13-9-1986 Exb . W -6 which states that the recommendations 
of the 4th Pay Commission have been accepted , and they have been made 
effective from 1-1-1986 . At the time when the recommendations of the 
4th Pay Commission were accepted by the CentralGovernment,Goa was 
then an Union Territory and hence the pay and the allowances recom 
mended for the Central Government employees were applicable to the 
employees of the Union Territories. Therefore , the recommendationsof 
the 4th Pay Commission also became effective to the employees in Goa 
w.e.f. 1-1-1986 , and once they have been accepted and made effective , 
the same are mandatory. I, therefore, hold that the recommendations of 
the 4th Pay Commission have been accepted by the Government and the 
same are mandatory . In the circumstances , I answer the issue Nos. 1 and 
2 in the affirmative . 


8. Issue No. 3 and 4 : It has been held by me that the demand of 
the workmen for enhancement of salary is just and proper. The 
workmen have contended that they are entitled to the pay scale of 
Rs. 800-1150 /- for Asst. Fitters and to Rs. 950-1500 / - for Fitters Grade 
II. The pay scale of Rs. 800-1150 has been given to the semi-skilled 
workers and the pay scale ofRs. 950-1500 /- has been given to the skilled 
workers by 4th Pay Commission in its reportwhich has been accepted by 
the Government. The contention of the workmen is that the Captain of 
Ports by letter dated 26-12-1988 Exb. W - 3 had recommended the 
enhancement of the Pay scale of Asst. Fitters and Asst. Turners to Rs. 
800-1500 /- and that ofFitters Grade II and Tumers Grade I to Rs. 950 
1500 /- based on the said recommendation of the4th Pay Commission .As 
can be seen from the said letter , the said recommendation was made by 
the Captain of Ports because Asst. Fitter and Asst. Turner by the nature 
of their duties and the qualifications provided in the Recruitment Rules 
fall in semi-skilled category and the Fitter Grade II and Turner Grade II 
fall in skilled category . Therefore , there is an admission from the 
employer itself that the work done by the Asst. Fitter and Asst . Turner 
is semi-skilled and the one done by the Fitter Grade II and Turner Grade 
II is skilled . The workmen have produced order dated 20-2-92 passed by 
theUnder Secretary ,Department of Inland Water Transport which is at 
ExD . W -4 . By the said order, theGovernment has upgraded the pay scale 
of the Asst. Turner and Tumer Grade II as per the recommendations from 
the Captain of Ports , River Navigation Department. However, no such 
upgradation in the pay scale has been given to theAsst. Fitter and Fitter 
Grade I though the same was recommended . There is no evidence on 
record to show any justification for such refusal. Since the work done by 
the Asst. Fitter and Asst. Turner in the River Navigation Department is 
semi- skilled and the one done by the Fitter Grade Il and Turner Grade 
IIis skilled as admitted by the employer while making the recommenda 
tion dated 26-12-88 Exb . W - 3, and only the Asst. Turner and Turner 
Grade I have been given upgradation in the pay scale as recommended 
by the 4th Pay Commission in its report and subsequently recommended 
by the Captain of Ports, there is discrimination which is not legal and 
proper . I do not find any reason as to why the Asst. Fitter and Fitter 
Grade I should also notbe given enhancement in their pay scale as given 
to the Asst. Turner and TurnerGrade Il as the work done by them in their 
respective category is the same, that is, semi-skilled and skilled . Adv . 
Shri Devari has relied upon the decision of the Delhi High Court in the 
case of Municipal Corporation of Delhi (Supra ) on the principle " Equal 
pay for equal work ” . In the said case, the Delhi High Court has held that 
the principles of equal pay for equalwork are applicable once it is shown 
that the nature of duties and functions discharged and work done is 
similar. 


The same principles can be made applicable to the present case also . 
The work done by the Asst. Fitter and the Asst. Turner is similar, that is , 
semi- skilled and the work done by the Fitter Grade I and Turner Grade 
II is similar, that is , skilled . Therefore , when Asst. Turner and Turner 
Grade I are given the enhancement in the pay scale , the Asst. Fitter and 
Fitter Grade II also ought to have been given the same enhancement as 
given to the Asst. Fitter and Fitter Grade I. Adv. Shri Devari has also 
relied upon the decision of the SupremeCourt in the case ofParas Nath 
( Supra ). The facts involved in the said case are somewhat similar to the 
present case. In the said case before the Supreme Court, contention was 
raised by the Dairy mates working with Delhi Milk Scheme that though 
they performed the duties and functions of semi- skilled workers, they 
were wrongly classified as un-skilled workers and were paid salary as 
recommended by the 4th Pay Commission for unskilled workers .

Fitter is not unskilled but semi-skilled and the 
work done by the Fitters Grade I is skilled one and further since the 
Government has upgraded the pay scale of Asst. Turners and Turners 
Grade II as per the recommendations of the 4th Pay Commission and 
given to them the pay scale as given to a semi-skilled and skilled worker 
respectively, I hold that the Asst. Fitters and Fitters Grade I are also 
entitled to the enhancement in their pay scales, and hence I answer the 
issue No. 3 in the affirmative.
